‘The family made te ge eals to the ruling 
Princes of the State in vain: lately Kirtu appealed to Mr. Hallifax, who, without 
consulting the R4ja whom he has reduced to a mere cypher, ordered the Brahmans 
of the Suket city to readmit the petitioner to their community, and forced them 
to dine with him at a.temple. Kirtu then went into the interior of the State and 
called upon the Brahmans there to dine with him. Seventeen of them waited upon 
the Councillor in camp and protested against Kirtu’s readmission to their caste, 
But the Councillor did not listen to them and confined them in a fortress for six 
; weeks. During their absence from home their families “were exposed to great hard-
